When Norv Turner visited Redskin Park last February it was the first of two NFL head 
coaching interviews on his schedule. As he toured the facilities, Redskins owner Jack Kent 
Cooke confidently urged Turner to keep his appointment with the other team. “When you 
talk to them,” Mr Cooke told the only man he wanted for the job, “I'm convinced you will 
know this is where you belong.” 

By the end of his day at Redskin Park, Turner knew. 

“After meeting with Mr Cooke there was no reason to go any place else,” says Turner. “I 
was convinced this was where I wanted to be. I want to be a part of the winning tradition Mr 
Cooke has established here and work with people totally committed to winning.” 

Mr Cooke's commitment to winning manifests itself in many ways, not the least of which is 
illustrated by the Redskins remarkable record since he took control of the team. 

It was in 1960 when Mr Cooke bought 25% of the Redskins and 1974 when he became 
the majority owner. In the 20 years since, the Redskins are 205-121, best in the National 
Football Conference. They have been to the playoffs 11 times and won three Super Bowl 
titles, Over a nine-year span, they went to four Super Bowls. 

From the Toronto Maple Leafs baseball team in the 1950's to the great success of the 
Redskins, excellence has been the constant for franchises operated by Mr Cooke. 

More than anything it has been Mr Cooke's intuition for recognizing ability and 
character that has been the foundation for his many successes, particularly the Redskins. 

As Mr Cooke relayed to Tom Callahan of The Washington Post running a sports franchise 
is a unique endeavor. 

“I've had extraordinary, remarkable, good luck in business, but, in business, you're 
basically dealing with numbers. They're unvarying. They're immutable. They don't involve 
the guesswork, intuition, and instinct of sports.” 

It was that intuition led him to Turner, a young, hard-working assistant coach with a keen 
offensive mind and no head coaching experience, matching almost exactly the resume of 
another coach Mr Cooke introduced to Redskins fans in 1980. 

That coach was Joe Gibbs who went on to win 140 games and three Super Bowls in 12 
seasons, and all but guarantee himself a place in the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

“What appealed to me about Norv,” says Mr Cooke, “is the same thing that appealed to 
me about Joe Gibbs. There's an inner conviction in the man. He knows what he’s doing. He's 
confident of what he’s doing. He's professional. That's the best thing I can say about 
anybody.” 

In 1989, Mr Cooke saw something similar in another relative unknown, Charley 
Casserly, and named him general manager of the Redskins. Casserly is today regarded at 
the top of his profession. 

The same nugget he saw in Gibbs, Casserly and now Turner, he first discovered in a 
future Hall of Famer years before. While owner of the Maple Leafs, his minor league 
baseball team, Mr Cooke had an infielder on his team named Sparky Anderson. At the 
owner's suggestion, Anderson stopped playing and became the manager of the Maple Leafs 
in 1964, Thirty years later, Anderson is still going strong on his route to baseball's Hall of 
Fame. 

Mr. Cooke's commitment to winning does not stop with people as demonstrated by the 
new Redskin Park which opened in August of 1992. The state-of-the-art Park includes three 
grass and one astroturf practice fields, expanded weight room, locker room, training and 
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equipment facilities along with larger team meeting rooms and office space. Regarded as 
the finest training facility in pro sports, the 75,000 square foot building is buffered by 161 
acres of land. 

This obvious, undying commitment to winning has placed two fresh challenges in Mr 
Cooke's path further invigorating a man with an extraordinary appetite for life. Those 
challenges: reverse the Redskins fortunes on the field from a year ago; and build a new open 
air, grass turf 78,600 seat stadium in Laurel, MD— a stadium that will no doubt be the best 
in the National Football League. 

“T've always admired Giants Stadium,” says Mr Cooke. “I would dearly love Redskins 
fans, who are so fanatical in their support of the club, have something equally as good.” 

He has thrived when facing such challenges in the past. In 1967, as Chairman of the 
NBA's Los Angeles Lakers and NHL's Los Angeles Kings, Mr Cooke ran into a concrete wall 
with that city’s Coliseum Commission on an arena lease for his teams. He retaliated by 
building the first privately funded indoor arena in the United States. Today the Los Angeles 
Forum continues to rank at the top of the country’s arenas. 

When referring to the 1994 season, Mr Cooke, while acknowledging that rebuilding the 
Redskins will not be easy, believes a winning season is quite realistic. And why shouldn't he? 
Mr Cooke's teams have never experienced back-to-back losing seasons. 

At Mr Cooke's insistence, the Redskins, were the NFL’s most aggressive team in the free 
agent market this past off-season. 

“When you work for Jack Kent Cooke you know he's going to give you every 
opportunity to be successful,” says Casserly. “He makes sure that everyone who works for 
the Redskins has one of the best jobs in the NFL.” 

While the Redskins may be the crown jewel of his sporting interests, they do not stand 
alone in his successes. For over forty years, Mr Cooke has been a premier sportsman, 
beginning with the minor league baseball. He purchased the Maple Leafs in 1951 and a year 
later was named Minor League Executive of the Year by The Sporting News. 

While owning the Maple Leafs, Mr Cooke formed a close association with Branch Rickey 
and developed much of his sporting philosophy through their friendship, 

Next was expansion into professional basketball and hockey in Los Angeles, where he 
became Chairman of the Board and President of California Sports, Inc., corporate parent of 
the Forum, the Kings, and the Lakers. 

Chances are one of the records set by his World Champion 1971-72 Laker team - a 
remarkable 33 consecutive game winning streak - may even outlast the Forum. In addition, 
Mr Cooke laid the foundation of Laker championships for years to come when he traded for 
Kareem Abdul Jabbar and drafted and signed Magic Johnson. 

Mr Cooke's sporting interests also included a flirtation with golf, becoming a scratch 
player, and professional soccer ownership, but horses and horseracing has been a 
continuing passion. He purchased Elmendorf Racing and Breeding Farm in hopes of 
producing a Kentucky Derby winner in the future. 

It is one of the few prizes that has eluded him in sports or business, but chances are that 
will change if history is a barometer. 

Born October 25, 1912 in Hamilton, Ontario, Canada, Mr Cooke was an avid hockey 
player and fan, He played in the Ontario Hockey Association and was offered a scholarship 
to play for the University of Michigan, However, the Depression spurred his business 
career, beginning as an encyclopedia salesman. He later joined Northern Broadcasting and 
Publishing, Ltd; and before he was 26, was one-third partner in Thomson Cooke 
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Newspapers. Subsequently a 50-50 partner with Roy Thomson, the two men operated radio 
stations and newspapers throughout Canada. Thomson was later elevated to the peerage 
becoming Lord Thompson of Fleet. 

He still maintains his interest in the communications industry with ownership of the 
rapidly growing Los Angeles Daily News. His hand also extends to many other endeavors, 
including ownership of the Chrysler Building, cable television systems, and real estate 
enterprises. 

Cooke's father, Ralph E., was a picture frame manufacturer. His mother, Nancy, helped 
him develop an interest in music. As a youngster he played clarinet and saxophone, playing 
in bands in Toronto with Percy Faith, famous orchestra leader and composer, and the late 
Murray McEachern, outstanding trombonist. Mr Cooke still plays the piano, and is a 
member of ASCAP and BMI, having written and published many songs. 

Variety accentuates his life. His love for the English language is reflected in every 
interview, and his hobbies include antiques, wine, and riding his prize collection of 
Tennessee Walkers. 

Mr Cooke still finds time to take in practice at Redskin Park, rain or shine. He and his 
wife, Marlena, also make regular trips to the team’s Carlisle, PA training site to check the 
progress of the Redskins. 

Pulitzer Prize winner Jim Murray, in his recently published autobiography says of Mr 
Cooke: “He was an owner's owner. He'd come a long way from the fast-talking encyclopedia 
salesman to the councils of power in the world seat of power. Jack took it all in stride. They 
were lucky to know him.”

The year 1981 is best known in Redskins’ history for the head coaching debut of Joe 
Gibbs. which in turn triggered the start of new growth and success for the franchise. 
With much less fanfare, however, there was someone else new to the team that year and 
as those who work at Redskin Park would confirm, his presence would also greatly 
shape the fortunes of the Redskins. 

John Kent Cooke assumed the administration of the Redskins that same year and, 
like Gibbs, his record speaks for itself. 

“One of the first things I learned since coming on board is how much John Kent 
Cooke does behind the scenes to ensure this organization runs as smoothly as it does,” 
says the Redskins new Head Coach Norv Turner, 

Under Mr Cooke’s leadership as Executive Vice President, the off-the-field 
accomplishments of the team rival the eight playoff appearances, four NFC 
championships, five NFC East division titles, and three Super Bowls that have been won 
on the field. 

The most vivid example of his leadership is Redskin Park, which became the 
headquarters of the team in August of 1992, 

Mr. Cooke coordinated the design and construction of the 161]-acre state-of-the-art 
training complex, which is considered at the top of NFL training facilities. 

The team's saturation of the radio and television markets in the metropolitan 
Washington area is another testament to Mr. Cooke's marketing and negotiating ability. 
An innovator in the telecasts of preseason scrimmages, the Redskins preseason 
television contract with WJLA ranks among the most attractive in sports. In 1992, Mr 
Cooke negotiated a radio contract with flagship station, WTEM, and the Redskins 
continue to have the largest radio network in the NFL with over 90 stations stretching 
from New Jersey to South Carolina. 

The National Football League recognized his ability when Mr Cooke was asked to 
serve on the Special Commissioner Committee selecting the current Commissioner, 
Paul Tagliabue. In turn, Tagliabue tabbed Mr Cooke three years ago for assistance as a 
member of the Executive Committee of the Management Council in negotiating a new 
player union contract. After countless hours of work, those efforts came to fruition in 
1992 with the new agreement between the League and the NFL Players Association. 
Given his varied and extensive background, Mr Cooke's management success with the 
Redskins is understandable. He attended Waterloo College in Canada, majoring in 
English and journalism. In 1959, he became a trainee director/producer with Associated 
Television in England, and worked in Los Angeles a year later in the production 
department of QM Productions, a Hollywood television production company, and 
subsequently American Cablevision Company, a cable television company. 

In 1965, Mr Cooke became the Vice President of Advertising, Sales, and Promotions 
for all sports and entertainment events at the Forum in Inglewood, CA, the home of the 
NBA Lakers and the NHL Kings. 

Mr Cooke relaxes away from professional sports with his wife, Rita, sailing their 42- 
foot sloop “Que.” 

Mr Cooke has two sons, John, Director of Stadium Operations and Club Promotions, 
and Thomas, a Redskins photographer and student at the Brooks Institute of 
Photography in Santa Barbara, CA.

It is unlikely that the Redskins have ever faced an off-season 
like the one just passed, in which so many important decisions 
awaited them: a new head coach was chosen, major personnel 
decisions were made, and the club selected its earliest draft pick in 
20 years, all against the backdrop of an unpredictable free agent 
market and the league's new salary cap. 

As those issues arose at Redskin Park, General Manager 
Charley Casserly was there to meet them. 

With the same fervor he possessed while tackling assignments 
as an unpaid intern with the Redskins in 1977, Casserly confidently 
researched, analyzed, and prepared for each set of decisions that would ultimately shape the future 
of the Redskins. 

“This could be one of the most important periods in Redskins history,” admits Casserly. “ But, 
it’s also an exciting time. Vince Lombardi had a saying ‘The greatest glory ts rising when you fall’ 
We've got a chance to accomplish something great right now. I think we've got the framework here 
to get started and get it done.” 

Redskins owner Jack Kent Cooke agrees: “I fully expect that with the intelligence we have in 
our organization, the decisions we've reached will be for the good. “ 

Tn just five years, Casserly has established himself as one of the top general managers in the 
NFL, combining a tireless work ethic and astuteness to lead the Redskins to a 50-33 (.602) record, 
three playoff appearances and a Super Bowl crown. 

“He has climbed to the top of the ladder,” wrote Ray Didinger of the Philadelphia Daily News, 
“but he still has the same relentless drive he had when he signed on with George Allen nearly 18 
years ago.” 

Leaving no option unexplored, Casserly has effectively used the draft, trades, and free agent 
signings to bolster the Redskins. His eye for talent has long been acknowledged at Redskin Park, 
but became evident to the general public with his very first selection as general manager. 

The Redskins went into the 1990 draft without a first round selection when Casserly and his 
scouts tabbed Andre Collins deep in the second round as the 46th player. The Penn State 
linebacker has gone on to become a mainstay on the defense, starting 59 of 64 games. 

Three rounds later, Casserly saw enough to draft an option quarterback from Southwest 
Louisiana as a running back/return specialist. That player, Brian Mitchell, is already established as 
one of the Redskins’ return greats. 

The ability to find a diamond in the rough is not new to Casserly. As a Redskins scout he was 
responsible for uncovering two members of the original Hogs, Joe Jacoby and Jeff Bostic, as free 
agents. 

Casserly trades brought two key defensive line members of the Redskins Super Bow] XXVI title 
team to Washington. Tim Johnson and Eric Williams both started on that team. 

However, 1987 provided the ultimate hurdle for Charley's organizational and scouting skills 
when he oversaw the assembly of the Redskins replacement team during the players strike. That 
group was undefeated, winning a memorable Monday Night game at Dallas. 

Casserly was equally impressive in Plan B free agency where he earned a league wide 
reputation as a premier judge of talent. In a system where the stars were protected, Casserly signed 
eventual starters Brad Edwards, Danny Copeland, Ron Middleton, Fred Stokes, Ray Brown, and 
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Martin Mayhew as well as adding pass rushing specialist Jumpy Geathers. 

Now Casserly and the Redskins are faced with a new challenge as the NFL moves into the era of 
the salary cap. The Redskins were the most active team in the free agent market this off-season, 
signing players like quarterback John Friesz, wide receiver Henry Ellard, linebacker Ken Harvey, 
fight end Ethan Horton, guard John Gesek, safety Keith Taylor, defensive end Tony Woods and 
center Trevor Matich. 

Casserly and his staff took Tennessee quarterback Heath Shuler with the third pick in the April 
draft and Temple's All-America offensive lineman Tré Johnson in the second round. The Redskins 
would love to benefit from this draft as they did from Casserly’s selections in ‘93 when first round 
pick Tom Carter intercepted more passes than any first-year Redskin since Paul Krause in 1964 and 
second rounder Reggie Brooks became the first Redskins rookie to rush for over 1,000 yards. Picks 
Frank Wycheck and Sterling Palmer also played key roles in 1993. 

“L have a very high degree of comfort working with Charley,” says Redskins new Head Coach 
Norv Turner. “He's worked very hard to make (he adjustment comfortable for me and my staff. 
Beyond that, he has a great feel for the things we are trying to do and has explored every option to 
get us there.” 

Casserly’s most critical option came in 1977 when he was a high school (eacher/coach in 
Massachusetts working to get into college or pro coaching. When no doors opened to college 
ranks, Casserly wrote all 28 NFL teams, offering his services. Only two teams (Washington and 
New England) indicated any interest. 

“Ttold them I'd work for free, breaking down film, cleaning the locker room, anything,” recalls 
Casserly. “All | really wanted was to hang around a while and pick up some Redskins stationery, I 
thought I'd stand a better chance of getting a job if] applied on Redskins letterhead.” 

Redskins coach George Allen took Casserly up on his offer, providing an internship with no pay, 
and Casserly soon packed and moyed to Alexandria where rented a room at the YMCA for $8 a 
night. 

When Allen left Washington for the Rams, Charley turned down an opportunity to moye to Los 
Angeles, electing to go into scouting for the Redskins, Discovering free agents such as Jacoby and 
Bostic caught the eye of General Manager Bobby Beathard, who promoted Charley to Assistant 
General Manager in 1982. 

When Beathard resigned in May of 1989, team owner Jack Kent Cooke did not hesitate in 
promoting Casserly, predicting newly appointed general manager would “be capable of keeping the 
Redskins in contention in the National Football League.” 

Three straight playoff appearances and a Super Bowl have proven Mr Cooke correct, but 
Casserly plays down the credit. 

‘T'm fortunate to be in a strong organization with a great owner,” says Casserly, “Owners win 
football games, All you have to do is tell Mr Cooke what you need,” 

However, identifying those needs is Casserly’s doing and he has proven exceptional. Whether 
trading for a Tim Johnson, signing a Brad Edwards, or drafting a Brian Mitchell, Charley has shown 
an instinct for making the right moves. 

“That's no accident,” says former Redskins Head Coach Joe Gibbs. “I don't think you can work 
any harder than Charley Casserly,” 

That determination and work ethic took him as far as college football at Springfield College, 
where he earned a B.S. in education and a master's in guidance. He served as an assistant coach at 
Cathedral High School in Springfield from 1969-72 and as an assistant at Springfield College from 
1973-74. He was athletic director at Cathedral (1974-75), then went to Minnechaugh High from 
1975-76 as head football coach, 

Casserly is a native of River Edge, N.J., and attended Bergen Catholic High School in Oradell, 
N.J. Born February 27, 1949, Charley and his wife, Bev, have a daughter, Shannon, 10. They reside 
in Sterling, VA. 
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BOBBY MITCHELL

Few names are more synonymous with the Washington 
Redskins than Bobby Mitchell. In 33 years of loyal 
service as a player, scout, front office executive and good 
will ambassador, Bobby has the respect and admiration 
from the entire NFL and Washington, D.C, community. 

A 1983 inductee into the Pro Football Hall of Fame, 
Bobby joined the Redskins’ personnel staff in 1969 
following his retirement as a player. He was promoted to 
Director of Pro Scouting, then to Assistant to the 
President in 1978. He was named Assistant General Manager in 1981. Bobby enters 
his 36th National Football League season. 

He has come a long way since being an eighth round draft selection by the 
Cleveland Browns in 1958. He played in four Pro Bowls (one with Cleveland and 
three with Washington) over his 11-year playing career and is considered one of the 
NFL's all-time great multi-purpose players. 

Bobby came to Washington in 1962 after starting with Jim Brown in the Cleveland 
backfield, He was traded to Washington along with Leroy Jackson for Ernie Davis 
(Washington’s number one draft choice in 1962) and was switched to wide receiver. 
As a Brown and Redskin he posted 2,735 yards rushing on 513 attempts (5.3-yard 
average); 521 receptions for 7,953 yards (15.3-yard average), 69 punt returns for 699 
yards (10.2-yard average), 102 kickoff returns for 2,690 yards (26.4-yard average); 91 
touchdowns (5th all-time) for 546 points; and 14,078 total yards (8th all-time). 

Bobby has been selected to Who's Who in Black America, the Arkansas Hall of 
Fame, the D.C. All-Star Hall of Fame and the Washington, D.C. Touchdown Club Hall 
of Fame. He is a board member of the American Lung Association (D.C.) and the 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Federal Holiday Commission. Born June 6, 1935 in Hot 
Springs, AR, Bobby graduated from the University of Illinois in 1958 with a bachelor 
of arts degree in education. Bobby and his wife, Gwen, who is a Washington, D.C. 
lawyer, have two children: Terry, and Robert C. Jr. The Mitchell’s reside in 
Washington, D.C. 
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NORV TURNER

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Norv Turner, the only man the Redskins wanted as their head coach last winter, has 
proven to have one of the best young coaching minds in the National Football League. It was, 
however, something other than his knowledge of Xs and Os that convinced team owner Jack 
Kent Cooke and General Manager Charley Casserly that Turner had the right stuff to lead the 
NFC’s winningest team over the past 20 years. 

Sure, there was the past three years he spent as offensive coordinator of the Cowboys: the 
team went from last in the NFL in offense in 1990, to 9th in in 1991, to 4th each of the past two 
years, both crowned with Super Bowl victories. The Cowboys were 43-13 during Turner’s 
three years there; 11-37 the previous three. 

There was the six years (1985-90) spent as receiver's coach with the Rams: the team 
established the top 3 passing seasons in club history and Rams quarterback Jim Everett 
enjoyed the best years of his career with 60 touchdown passes in 1988 and 1989 combined. 

And, as if that wasn’t enough, in Turner, the Redskins were reminded of another man, 
instrumental in engineering the best decade in Redskins history, Joe Gibbs, who was also 
given his first head coaching opportunity by Jack Kent Cooke 13 years earlier. 

But the decision to name Turner as the Redskins head coach on February 2 wasn’t 
reached until the Redskins learned, as Paul Harvey would say, the rest of the story, This was 
the story of a driven, self-made man and it had a familiar ring to Mr, Cooke, a one-time 
encyclopedia salesman, and to Casserly, who began with the Redskins 17 years ago as an 
unpaid intern. 

Norval Eugene Turner was born in LeJeune, North Carolina on May 17, 1952. He was 
raised in Martinez, California, one of 5 children in a single parent household, nurtured by a 
loving, remarkably strong-willed mother caught in the vise of multiple sclerosis. 

While the disease may have ravaged Vicki Tumer’s physical strength, it could not defeat 
her spiritually. Reluctantly relying on welfare and public housing, Vicky Turner made the 
tough decision to remain home to care for the children. 

“Iam here today and we survived because my mother did an amazing job of keeping us 
together,” says Turner. “She gave us love. She taught us right from wrong. She taught us to 
treat people the way we wanted to be treated. And she never gave up.” 

A multi-sport star at Alhambra High School, Turner was the starting quarterback for the 
Bulldogs. One of his receivers was younger brother, Ron, now the offensive coordinator of 
the Bears. Off the field, Norv was just as accomplished. The Martinez City Council was 
impressed enough with him that the members asked him to serve on the council as a student 
adviser. 

An all-area selection as a senior, Norv went on to play at the University of Oregon, where 
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he was recruited by a couple of assistant coaches named John Robinson and George Seifert. 

For most of his college career, Turner played behind future Hall of Famer Dan Fouts, but 
he never stopped learning or trying, “I can remember listening carefully to him because Norv 
would find things others older than him had missed,” says Robinson. 

After a 3-year playing career at Oregon, Norv became a graduate assistant for the Ducks 
in 1975. A year later, Robinson, who had moved on to the University of Southern California, 
hired him as an assistant. Turner oversaw the the receivers (1976-79), defensive backs 
(1980), and quarterbacks (1981-83), before he was named offensive coordinator of the Trojans 
in 1984, It was during that season that USC defeated Ohio State in the Rose Bowl. 

Robinson then came calling again, this time from the Rams where he had gone as head 
coach in 1983. The Rams had not passed for 3,500 yards in a season since 1950, After Turner 
arrived as the Rams’ receiver's coach, they did it in each of his last 3 seasons there finishing 
3rd, 4th and 3rd_ in the league in 1988, 1989 and 1990. The year before his arrival, the Rams 
were 27th in the NFL in passing yards and completed 30 fewer passes than any other NFL 
club. It was under Turner that Henry Ellard and Flipper Anderson each went over 1,000 yards 
in 1989 and 1990. 

In 1991, Cowboys Head Coach Jimmy Johnson tabbed him as offensive coordinator. 

No one benefitted more from Turner's presence in Dallas than quarterback Troy Aikman. 
In his 3 years working with Turner spanning 42 games, Aikman completed 810 of 1,228 
passes (69%) including 49 touchdowns and 30 interceptions while averaging 221 yards per 
game. His quarterback rating was 91.7. Prior to Turner's arrival, Aikman, in 26 NFL games, 
had completed 381 of 692 passes (55.1%) including 20 touchdowns and 36 interceptions while 
averaging 166 yards per game, His rating was 62.0, 

“He did a phenomenal job with our offense and really developed me,” says Aikman. “He 
prepared us so well that all we had to do was go out and play.” 

The Cowboys had 8 offensive players make the Pro Bowl last season: Aikman, Michael 
Irvin, Daryl Johnston, Jay Novacek, Nate Newton, Mark Stepnoski, Erik Williams, and 
Emmitt Smith. Only Smith had reached that level before Turner arrived. 

“For a guy to come in and blend all the personalities and talent we had, he did a 
remarkable job,” adds Aikman. “His biggest strength is that he puts people in a position 
where they have a chance to be successful." 

Says Smith, the NFL’s leading rusher in each of the 3 seasons he worked with Turner: 
“He is the major reason we have been so successful.” 

Similar comments describe Joe Gibbs in 1981 when he joined the Redskins from two-time 
AFC West Champion San Diego, at that time home of the NFL's most potent offense. 

The parallels between Gibbs and Turner are clear, Both are North Carolina natives who 
grew up in California, Both coached at USC. And both learned the passing game from 
offensive wizard Ernie Zampese, who was with Gibbs on the San Diego Chargers staff and 
with Turner on the Rams staff. 

“Both were bright, young guys with a great feel for the game,” says Zampese, who was 
named to succeed Turner as offensive coordinator in Dallas. “I thought Joe was ready to be a 
head coach when he went to the Redskins. I think Norv deserves a chance to be a head coach 
now.” 

Says Jack Kent Cooke: “"He is not a replica of Joe Gibbs, but what he is, is the most 
professional, dedicated, intelligent young football brain I have run across.” 

Turner is married to the former Nancy Marpe, who was John Robinson's secretary at USC 
when the two met. They have 3 children: Scott, Stephanie and Drew, The Turners live in 
Oakton, Virginia.

Located in Beaumeade Corporate Park near the intersection of Virginia State Routes 28 and 
625 (Waxpool Road), the two-story concrete and glass structure houses the front office, coaches, 
team meeting rooms, an auditorium upstairs, player locker room, training rooms, equipment 
and video rooms downstairs. The training room also has an x-ray room and dentist office, in 
addition to private examining rooms for doctors. 

Adjacent to the large team meeting auditorium are various break-out rooms for position 
coaches and players. Also included in the building are offices for college and pro scouts, an 
enlarged video department and a players’ recreational area, including a basketball court, two 
racquetball courts, a jacuzzi, steambath and lounge. 

The media room has individual cubicles furnished with desks, file cabinets and electrical 
outlets for beat reporters, as well as a separate interview room, kitchen and restroom facilities. 
Each cubical is pre-wired for telephones and computers. The media room, as well as the 
auditorium, is pre-wired for television.

1993 Season: The exact moment that Reggie Brooks became a bonafide NFL running 
back came with 8:23 left in the game at Veterans Stadium in Philadelphia. The game was tied 
at 24. The Redskins had the ball first and 10, 85 yards from the goal line. Twenty-one 
seconds later, Reggie handed the ball back to the official putting the final touches on the 
NFL's longest run of the season. “My attitude is, once I get past the secondary I'm not going 
to get caught,” says Reggie. And last season, Reggie proved it by outdistancing opposing 
defenses for 1,063 yards on 223 carries. His 4.8-yard rushing average was the third highest 
among top 10 rushers in 1993 and was the highest by a Redskins rushing leader since Larry 
Brown led the club with a 4.8-yard average in 1970. Named to the NFL all-rookie team, 
Reggie also posted four 100-yard games in 1993, which were the most by a Redskins running 
back since Earnest Byner’s four 100-yard game sin 1991. Besides his 154 yards on 22 carries 
(7.0 avg.) at Philadelphia in week three, Reggie posted triple digit outings at Buffalo in week 
seven gaining 117 yards on 24 carries (4.9 avg.), 105 yards on 21 carries (5.0 avg.) week 
eight against the Colts and 128 yards on 20 carries at Tampa Bay in week 12. He also posted 
the league's second longest run of the year with a 78-yard touchdown jaunt against the Bucs. 
Along with his 85-yarder against the Eagles, Reggie posted two of the four longest runs in 
Redskins history last season. He is the first Redskin running back since Larry Brown in 1970 
to crack into the club’s top 10 longest runs list. In fact, aside from Brown’s run, the most 
recent addition to the top 10 list was Billy Wells’ 88-yard TD run against the Cardinals in 
1954. In addition to his 85 and 78-yard TD runs, Reggiehad eight of the top 10 longest runs 
for the Skins in 1993. He had six runs of 20 yards or longer and three runs of 45 yards or 
longer. The Redskins had 19 runs of 15 yards or longer in 1993 and Reggie tallied 15 of 
those. 


College, Personal: After bouncing back and forth between offense and defense, Reggie 
burst on the national scene with an exceptional senior season in 1992. A second-team all- 
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America, he finished seventh in the nation in rushing, averaging 122.9 yards a game. He 
finished his senior year with 1,343 yards rushing and 13 touchdowns on just 167 carries. He 
averaged a whopping 8.0 yards per carry, just missing the legendary George Gipp’s Irish 
record of 8.1 yards. Reggie became only the fourth runner in Notre Dame history to top 
1,000 yards rushing in a season, and his 1,343 yards were the third best singleseason mark 
in Irish history. He also led Notre Dame in scoring with 86 points. He opened the year 
against Northwestern running for 159 yards on only nine carries. His other 100+ rushing 
games included: 205 yards vs. Purdue, which included touchdown runs of 63, 20 and 80 
yards; 112 yards vs. Brigham Young and 227 yards vs. USC with touchdown runs of 12, 55 
and 44 yards. Reggie also became only the second Irish tailback to rush for over 200 yards 
more than once in a season. He closed out his brilliant senior season with 115 yards on 22 
attempts in Notre Dame’s convincing win over undefeated Texas A&M in the Cotton Bowl. 
Reggie moved back to tailback after spending his sophomore in the secondary. He played in 
11 games as a reserve and special teams standout. Reggie supplied the Irish with electrifying 
special teams play against Pittsburgh, blocking a punt and recovering it in the end zone for a 
touchdown. Reggie switched to cornerback as a sophomore and saw action in nine games, 
including three starting assignments. His most notable play of the season was a game-saving 
interception against Michigan ai the Irish 41-yard line with 1:21 left, to preserve the season- 
opening comeback over the Wolverines. Reggie earned three letters as a tailback, fullback 
and cornerback at Washington High School in Tulsa, OK before following his brother, Tony, 
to Notre Dame. He earned all-state, all-conference and all-city honors as a senior, despite 
playing only four games because of injuries. Reggie also earned four letters in track as a 
sprinter and was a three-time all-state selection in the 100 and 200 meters. Reggie’s uncle is 
former Redskins safety Tony Peters (1979-85). He was as a management major in the 
College of Business Administration. Reggie resides in Ashburn, VA.

1993 Season: Under the cloud of a 4-12 season and a broken left thumb held together 
with two screws, who could have blamed Ray if he decided to rest and protect his injured 
hand. Instead, it was business as usual for Ray after his week 11 injury against the Eagles. 
Not only did he not miss a game the remainder of the season, but he played without the aid 
of painkillers. “There is no question, Ray is one of the toughest players, mentally or 
physically, that we have on the team,” said offensive line coach Jim Hanifan. “He waited for 
his chance to play here and is not about to give up his job, He’s big, strong and smart. All the 
things you could possibly want in an offensive lineman,” Ray opened the year with seven 
straight starts at left guard, but switched to right tackle on the second offensive series of the 
game in week seven at Buffalo after Ed Simmons left with a knee injury. He started the 
following three games at right tackle before moving back to left guard against the Eagles in 
week 11. Ray remained there until he was finally forced to the bench the final two games of 
the year seeing only short yardage duty. 


Pro Career: 1992: Ray opened the year as a backup at left guard, but with injuries to Joe 
Jacoby, he moved in as the starter in week nine at Seattle. He remained there the remainder 
of the year, except for his week 13 start at right tackle against the Cardinals. 1991: 
Although Ray spent a second year in a row on injured reserve (elbow), the Redskin thought 
enough of Ray to place him on the team’s 37-man protected list.

“That's 
quite an adjustment for a young man to make,” said secondary coach Emmitt Thomas. “But 
Tom showed us from day one that he is a gifted athlete. Great speed, great quickness, great 
hands.” He rewarded Thomas’ confidence in his ability leading the team and finishing 
second in the NFC with six interceptions. Against Marino and the Dolphins in his starting 
debut, Tom had a first quarter interception, which was his second pick off of the season.

Tom started every game at right cornerback and played more minutes than anyone on the 
team. He led the Irish with five interceptions. His interception against Tennessee was a 79- 
yard TD, was the longest Irish interception return in 10 years, and the 10th longest in Notre 
Dame history. He played in every game as a true freshman but the season opener against 
Michigan. He broke into the starting lineup just three games into his freshman season. Tom 
also ran track at Notre Dame, and was the Midwestern Collegiate Conference 55-meter 
indoor sprint champion in 1992. Tom was rated one of the top 100 incoming freshman 
following an outstanding prep career at Lakewood High School in St. Petersburg, FL. He 
was a first-team all-state as a defensive back, while earning first-team all-city and all- 
conference honors at quarterback. He earned three letters in football as a cornerback, 
quarterback and wide receiver. His career totals included 2,000 passing yards and 1,000 
rushing yards. Tom also earned three letters in basketball, two in track and one in baseball. 
He was an all-county pick in basketball and an all-league choice in track. He majored in 
finance while at Notre Dame where he plans on finishing his degree requirements next 
spring. Tom and his wife, Renee, are expecting their first child, and they reside in Ashburn,

1993 Season: 288. That’s the number of players that were chosen ahead of Monte in the 
1979 draft. Only six (Joe Montana, Max Montoya, Ronnie Lee, Drew Hill, Phil Simms and 
Matt Bahr) were still playing in 1993. And only Monte was still with the same team 15 years 
later. “He has obviously been a big part of the success the Redskins have had over the 
years,” said Head Coach Norv Turner. “He’s an amazing athlete. Coaching against him you 
certainly get an appreciation of what he can do. He hasn't slowed down and he’s still one of 
the best nickel linebackers in the league.” Monte was called on to do even more last season. 
He opened the year starting at right linebacker for an injured Andre Collins. In the season 
opening win over the Cowboys, Monte had 14 tackles and one sack. He also added a sack in 
each of his next two starting assignments. In his only other start in week 14 vs. the Falcons, 
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Monte replaced Carl Banks in the lineup and enjoyed one of the finest days of his career. He 
has a season-high 15 tackles, a 29-yard touchdown on a fumble recovery, two sacks, one 
interception and one forced fumble.

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Washington its only lead of the game. In week two vs. the Eagles, Monte posted a season- 
high seven tackles, and forced a fumble, and in the season finale at Seattle he added a sack 
and forced a fumble. 1988: Monte was the starter at left linebacker until he sprained his left 
knee against Chicago in week 11, After missing the next two games, he alternated run- 
downs and passing-downs with Mel Kaufman for the remainder of the year, 1987: Monte 
emerged as a starter at right linebacker after middle linebacker Neal Olkewicz tore knee 
cartilage in the preseason opener, forcing Rich Milot to move from right linebacker into the

1993 Season: The old addage, “It's not how you start, but how you finish,” certainly 
applied to Andre in 1993. After an injury riddled ‘92 campaign (a herniated disc that required 
surgery after the season), Andre was physically fit and ready to rebound to his 1991 form. 
But a stretched medial collateral ligament in his right knee on the third play of the final 
preseason game against the Jets put those plans on hold, temporarily. After missing the first 
three games of the season, Andre returned to the starting lineup for the Redskins Monday 
Night matchup in Miami. With the knee sound and ready he turned in a 12-tackle effort. 
Another double-digit tackle effort against the Giants the next week was followed by a career- 
high three sack performance week six at Phoenix. Two weeks later, Andre was again in the 
double figure column with 10 tackles, a sack and an interception vs, the Colts. He finished 
the year with his third straight 100-tackle season averaging 8.7 tackles a game (up from his 
7.2 avg. in 1992 and slightly off his career-best 9.4 avg. in 1991) while equalling his career- 
best mark of six sacks. 


Pro Career: 1992: He started the year with a deep thigh bruise and later a painful back 
injury (which required offseason surgery) forced him out of two games and limited his 
ability to play all out for basically the entire second half of the season. Still, even with those 
injuries, Andre finished with 116 stops, Even playing with the painful back injury that forced 
him to the sidelines in weeks nine and 10, Andre posted double-digit tackles in week 14 vs. 
Dallas with a season-high 15. He had the key tackle that forced Emmitt Smith to fumble in 
the end zone which resulted in the game winning points. He also stopped a Dallas scoring 
threat with an interception a yard from the end zone. 1991: A starter since day one as a 
rookie, he calmly adjusted to his switch from the left side to the right outside linebacker post 
at the beginning of training camp. He led the club with 151 tackles and posted double-digit

He will be a better player for 
being thrown into the fire the way he was last season.” Some of those doubts about Moe 
weren't about his ability, but could he stay healthy over the course of a 16-game NFL 
schedule. And while an assortment of nagging injuries were bothersome, Moe withstood the 
rigors of a full season. He started 15 games missing on ly the Redskins week three contest at 
Philadelphia with a pulled hamstring. Despite aggravating an injured right knee in week 
eight at Colts, Moe did not miss a start during the last half of the season. 


Pro Career: 1992; On the club's second day of training camp Moe tore his pectoral 
muscle that led to another stint on injured reserve. With injuries thinning the Redskins 
offensive line, Moe was activated just in time for the Monday Night contest against Denver 
at RFK in week five. And when Jim Lachey was injured in the second quarter, Moe was 
inserted at left tackle and logged three quarters of playing time.

Both are impressive feats that become even more so considering he played 
for a Rams team that was 23rd in the league in passing, completed the second fewest passes 
in the league, and threw the fourth fewest. “Henry had a good year in a season where we 
didn’t throw the ball very well,” said Rams’ Receivers Coach Milt Jackson. “The great thing 
about Henry is that he’s a real disciplined player and will do whatever is necessary fo win.

By season’s end he had increased both his 
number of catches and yards by exactly 30% over 1992, Henry enjoyed three 100-yard 
games, one more than he had in 1991 and 1992 combined: September 12 ys. Pittsburgh (9 
catches, 127 yards); September 26 at Houston (6 catches, 132 yards) and December 12 vs. 
Cleveland (8 catches, 114 yards). In week 10 against the Redskins, he even stepped in to 
return punts when regular Todd Kinchen went down with a knee injury in the 2nd quarter. 
Though it had been almost three years since he last returned a punt, his first return that 
game was a 13-yarder, longest by a Ram all season and it set up the Rams’ fourth quarter, 
game-winning drive that beat the Skins, 10-6. 


Pro Career: 1992: He started every game despite being bothered by nagging hamstring 
problems. In week two at New England, he was held without a catch snapping his club 
record string of 81 consecutive games with a reception. 1991: Henry led the Rams in 
receiving for the eighth straight season and celebrated his fourth consecutive 1,000-yard 
season. He and San Francisco's Jerry Rice were the only two in the NFL to crack that barrier 
in each of those seasons. No other Rams receiver has had more than two 1,000-yard 
campaigns. 1990: Ellard began his mission of re-writing the Rams’ record books by 
breaking Tom Fears’ 42-year old record for most catches in a career and Elroy Hirsch’s 41- 
year old mark for most receiving yardage. He passed Hirsch's total of 6,289 yards on 
October 21 versus Atlanta and surpassed Fears on December 2 at Cleveland when he 
snagged his 401st pass. 1989; He missed two games with a hamstring injury, but still 
finished fourth in the NFL with 1,382 receiving yards. He averaged 19.2 yards per reception, 
3rd in the NFL, Teammate Flipper Anderson led the league with a 26,0 mark. His longest 
play of the season, a 53-yard pass reception, came on the last week of the season against 
New England setting up the Rams’ game-winning score late in the 4th quarter of the 24-20 
win that clinched a wild card berth. He caught 12 passes for over 200 yards combined in the 
Rams’ two post-season victories including eight catches for 125 yards in LA’s 19-13 overtime 
win at Giants Stadium that led them to the NFC championship game the following week, 
1988: The Southern California Sports Broadcasters voted Henry the Rams Most Valuable 
Player, It was an honor richly deserved as Ellard led the NFL with 1,414 receiving yards on 
an NFC-high 86 catches. The only Ram to amass more receiving yards in a season was Elroy

Hirsch who had an amazing 1,495 yards in 1951. Henry caught a touchdown pass in the last 
four games of the season. 1987: Henry first made his mark in the NFL as one of the 
league’s premier punt returners. He entered the 1987 season with a career average of 12.9 
yards per return, the highest career mark in NFL history. That season, however, the Rams 
chose to emphasize pressuring the punter rather than focus on punt returns and Ellard 
returned just 15 punts for a 7.1 average. 1986: Henry led the team in receptions despite 
missing the first seven games of the season because of contract negotiations. 1985: An 80- 
yard punt return against the Eagles in week two highlighted the season for him as he went 
on to lead the NFC in punt return average for the third straight season. 1984: A Pro Bowl 
selection as a punt returner, Ellard took two punts back for scores during the regular season: 
an 83-yarder versus the NY Giants on September 30 and a 69-yarder against Atlanta on 
October 22. 1983: As a rookie, Henry led the NFL in punt returns with a 13.6 average and 
broke a 72-yard return for a touchdown in the season finale against New Orleans that 
clinched the Rams wild card berth. In his first game as a pro, he caught three passes for 91 
yards, but broke his collarbone and missed the next three contests. 


College, Personal: Henry was named Offensive Player of the Year in the Pacific Coast 
Athletic Association (PCAA) in 1982 when he caught 62 passes for 1,510 yards and 15 
touchdowns at Fresno State. Three times he had more than 200 yards in a game. For his 
career, he had 138 catches for 2,947 yards and 39 touchdowns, the sixth best average in 
NCAA history. A top intercollegiate triple jumper, he posted a 54-3 1/2 mark in the 1981 
NCAA meet and had a wind-aided 56-5 1/2 once. Henry Austin Ellard excelled in football 
and track at Hoover High School in Fresno. He has spent several of his off-seasons 
competing in the amateur track circuit. During the 1992 off-season he tripled jumped 54-1, 
qualifying him for the Olympic trials. Henry and his wife, Lillian, were married this past 
March 5. He has two children by a previous marriage: Henry Austin, Jr., 9, and Whitney, 7. 
Henry hosts an annual golf tournament to benefit Cystic Fibrosis. He has done counseling 
work with juveniles in Fresno. He resides in Ashburn, VA.

games, Ricky showed his mettle with a career-high 180 all-purpose yard game in week six at 
Phoenix. He led the team with 98 yards rushing (5.8 avg.) and led with seven receptions for 
64 yards. For good measure, Ricky also added one kickoff return for 18 yards. The 
remainder of the year, Ricky saw spot duty, but did get his first career start in week 14 
against the Falcons gaining 16 yards on 10 carries with three receptions for 11 yards. 


Pro Career: 1992; He had a season-best 71 yards on 16 carries vs. Atlanta in week two and 
68 yards on 13 carries (5.2 avg.) at the Giants in week 13. His 25-yard run in the fourth 
quarter was his longest of the season. Ricky also added 42 yards on 11 carries vs. Phoenix in 
week 12 and 55 yards vs. the Eagles in week six. He also proved his value as a receiver, 
catching a career-high 10 passes at Kansas City. 1991: With Earnest Byner out of action 
and the Skins holding a slim 21-17 lead against the Browns in week 7, Ricky took over.

1993 Season: With the defensive line battered and besieged with injuries, the Redskins 
went looking for a midseason replacement. What they didn’t expect to land was an NFL 
veteran with 43 games and 19 starts under his belt. But that's what they found. Jeff was 
signed in time for the Redskins week 10 game against the Rams. The following week against 
the Eagles at RFK, Jeff was inserted into the starting lineup and produced five tackles, one 
tackle for loss and a sack. He started the next two games, recording a season-high six stops 
against the Jets in week 13. Moved to backup duty week 14 vs. the Falcons, Jeff sprained his 
left knee and missed the remaining two games of the season. He began the season with the 
Cardinals, was waived, and was signed by the Saints on October 26 and played in one game 
before being waived on November 15.

1993 Season: Last April was perhaps the most volatile month in club history for Redskins 
quarterbacks. Veterans Mark Rypien, Cary Conklin and Rich Gannon all left and a younger 
trio appeared for the first time, only one of whom, John Friesz, had NFL experience. “He’s a 
good fit for us,” says Head Coach Norv Turner. “He’s a proven starter who played in a 
system similiar to ours in San Diego. He is also a very accurate passer.” John threw only four 
interceptions in 238 pass attempts in 1993, the fifth best ratio in the NFL. Only 1.7% of his 
passes were intercepted, nearly twice as good as the league average (3.3%). John started six 
consecutive games midway through the season when Chargers’ regular QB Stan Humphries 
was sidelined by a shoulder injury. Over a four-game stretch (weeks 7-11), Friesz completed 
70 of 129 passes while averaging 208 yards and a touchdown each game. During the season 
he led the Chargers to three wins over playoff-bound teams. In week three, John relieved 
Humphries in the second half and led the Chargers 74 yards in 13 plays to set up John 
Carney’s 27-yard field goal with 0:03 left, lifting San Diego over Houston. And as a starter in 
weeks nine and 10, he steered the Chargers past Minnesota and the L.A. Raiders. He 
enjoyed his best game of the season against the Vikings, going 20-for-32 for 268 yards and 
two touchdowns including a 66-yard scoring strike to Anthony Miller, the Chargers’ longest 
play from scrimmage in 1993. Speaking of long plays from scrimmage, in week six against 
the Chiefs, Friesz hooked up with Miller on an 89-yard scoring play, but a holding penalty 
nullified the play. It would have been the longest play from scrimmage in the AFC in 1993 
and the second longest play in Chargers’ history.

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Pro Career: 1992; On August 8, in the Chargers’ first preseason game, Friesz suffered a 
torn anterior cruciate ligament when he was hit by Phoenix linebacker and new teammate 
Ken Harvey . He underwent surgery two days later and was out for the season. 1991: John 
earned the starting berth for the Chargers in the final preseason game when he completed 
17 of 19 for 210 yards and a touchdown against the Raiders on August 23.

In the 30-24 loss to the Browns, Friesz 
completed a career-high 33 passes, matching the third most in a game in club history. In 
week 11, Friesz engineered San Diego's brightest moment of the season when he led the 
eventual 4-12 Chargers to a 24-21 upset of the NFC West Champion New Orleans Saints. 
Friesz marched the Chargers on two late scoring drives connecting on nine of 11 passes for 
95 yards on the two drives. The biggest play was a 29-yard pass to Chris Samuels, putting 
the ball on the one-yard line to set up John Carney’s game-winning kick from 19 yards with 
just :08 seconds to play. 1990: A training camp shoulder injury put him on injured reserve, 
His only appearance of the season came in the season finale against the Raiders as a starter, 
completing 11 of 22 passes for 98 yards in his NFL debut, a 17-12 loss. 


College, Personal: John ended his college career at Idaho with 24 school, 18 conference 
and five NCAA Division 1AA records. Idaho was 27-5 and went to the NCAA playoffs three 
times with him as a starter. In his last two seasons, Friesz was a consensus all-America and 
Big Sky Conference selection. His 10,697 yards rank fifth on the NCAA all-time passing 
yardage list. As a senior, in 1989, he completed 61% of his passes for 31 touchdowns and 
4,041 yards, sixth highest in college football history. In 11 games that year he threw for over 
300 yards six times and 400 yards on four occasions. He also set a conference record by 
throwing only eight interceptions that year, one every 52.3 pass attempts. The Vandals 
offense averaged 35.1 points and 495.9 yards per game, the number one-ranked offense in 
the country. He was an all-state quarterback for Coeur d'Alene (ID) High School and was a 
starting pitcher on the baseball squad. He has hosted a golf tournament in San Diego the 
past two years benefitting the American Diabetes Association. His nickname is “Mel,” his 
middle name, after his father. John is a certified scuba diver and a beginning fly fisherman. 
John and his wife, Julie, were married on June 11 of this year, and reside in Ashburn, VA.

1993 Season: Over the past 30 years, spanning seven U.S. Presidents and eight head 
coaches, the Redskins have had only three players regularly handle the center position: Len 
Hauss (1964-77), Bob Kuziel (1978-80), and Jeff Bostic (1981-93), With the retirement of 
Bostic last winter, a fourth will be added this season, He is former Dallas Cowboy John 
Gesek, who signed a 3-year deal with Washington in March, re-joining Norv Turner, 
“Naturally he's familiar with the offense, but he’s also been a durable player and is versatile,” 
says Head Coach Norv Turner. Adds Gesek: “I'm really looking forward to working with 
Norv again. We were struggling when he came to Dallas and put in his system and brought 
us his enthusiasm.” Although he has started only five games at center in his NFL career, 
including all three of the Cowboys’ post-season games in 1993, he has demonstrated to be 
worthy of stepping into the Redskins most stable position. John entered 1993 having started 
at guard for 64 of his team’s last 69 games, including 47 of Dallas’ previous 49 games at right 
guard. However, he suffered a sprained left foot in a preseason game against the Raiders on 
August 14 and was deactivated for the first two games of the season. He returned to action 
on September 19 against Phoenix, but in the meantime had lost his starting job to Kevin 
Gogan. It wasn’t until the postseason when John worked his way back into the starting 
lineup. Although he hadn't played center since a two-game stint with the Raiders in 1988, 
John started there for both NFC playoff games and the Super Bowl replacing Frank 
Cornish, a starter in the final three regular season games in place of Mark Stepnoski, who 
was out with a season-ending injury. Although his time during the regular season was 
limited, he did see considerable action at right guard against Minnesota on December 12 
when injuries wracked the Cowboys line that day in the Metrodome. Despite those injuries, 
Dallas ran up 37 points and 356 total yards against the NFL's second best defense. Gesek got 
a game ball for his efforts. 
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Pro Career; 1992: He started all 16 games at right guard and helped Emmitt Smith to his 
second of three straight NFL rushing titles and 10 100-yard rushing games. At Philadelphia 
in the 4th game of the season, John experienced a rare treat when he snagged his first 
career reception, a four-yarder off a deflected Troy Aikman pass.

1993 Season: Some call it a sixth sense, instinctive, or just playing a hunch. Ask Kurt 
about his uncanny ability to be in the right place at the right time and he says, “I just call it 
football. I know how to play football.” Kurt has parlayed those instincts into a team leading 
169 tackles in 1992 and 174 tackles last season. His career highlights are a roundup of big 
plays and key moments during the Redskins marches to Super Bowls. Last season, Kurt 
continued to be in the right place racking up a career-high 174 stops. His penchant for big 
plays also produced a 59-yard interception return for a touchdown against the Buccaneers in 
week 12 that led to the Redskins winning points in the 23-17 victory.

With Andre Collins applying 
pressure on a red dog, Kurt stepped in front of a Jim Kelly pass and rambled 23 yards to the 
two-yard line. His only interception in the regular season came against Chicago in week six 
that set up a game-clinching fourth quarter field goal. He posted a season-best six tackles vs. 
the Giants in week eight, 1990: Kurt started the final seven games and the increased 
playing time resulted in a career-high 76 tackles. It was Kurt's 39-yard fumble return for a 
touchdown on the third play of the game against the Patriots that started the Redskins on 
their way to the playoff-clinching win. The following week at Indianapolis, Kurt had a season- 
high nine tackles.

1993 Season: If there were any lingering doubts whether Darrell could bounce back from 
an injury riddled '92 season, he quickly put those doubts to rest. While most players would 
be staring down at the twilight years of their careers, Darrell is still one of the top 
cornerbacks in the NFL, and clearly still the fastest. “Darrell is still doing the same things 
physically that he was capable of doing when he first came into the league,” said secondary 
coach Emmitt Thomas, “He takes good care of himself. He’s one of the best of all time and 
no one who has ever played this game has been faster.” While there wasn’t a sixth Pro Bowl 
invitation at the end of the season, Darrell nonetheless played like a Pro Bowler. His 90 
tackles were his best mark since his rookie season, He led the team with 13 passes defensed 
and he was second on the team with four interceptions. Darrell also sprinted 78 yards with a 
fumble recovery for a touchdown against the Colts in week 12 which is the longest in team 
history, In addition, he was the only player in the NFC with two interceptions in a game in 
1993, and he did it twice. He picked off a pair against the Eagles in week three and at Tampa 
Bay in week 12. Other bright moments included a season-high eight tackles and five passes 
defensed against the Colts and eight stops against the Cardinals in week two. 


Pro Career: 1992: It was a broken right forearm that sidelined Darrell from weeks 3 
through 10 which left him off the Pro Bowl roster for the first time since 1989, His top 
performance came against the Cowboys in week 14 with nine tackles, three passes defensed 
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and a key forced fumble on Michael Irvin in the fourth quarter. But it was a fracture of the 
radius midway up his right forearm, suffered with 4:15 left in the game against the Falcons, 
that took a big chunk out of Darrell’s season, He did miss the Redskins playoff win with a 
bruised heel, but bounced back to see action in nickel coverage the following week at San 
Francisco. 1991: He was chosen to his fifth Pro Bowl (his second straight as a starter) and 
was an unanimous all-Pro. Darrell tied for the team Jead with five interceptions (his best 
output since 1986) and a team-best 21 passes defensed. Twice Darrell came up with two 
interceptions in the same game vs Detroit in week one and Philadelphia in week five. It was 
Darrell’s pivotal interception in overtime against the Oilers in week nine that led to the game 
winning field goal. And in the postseason, Darrell again was superb with two interceptions. 
Darrell’s regular season best included a season-high 10 tackles vs. Dallas in week 12. His 
postseason honors included: Pro Bowl, AP all-Pro, UPI all-NFC, all-Madden, College and Pra 
Football Newsweekly NFL all-Pro, Sports Illustrated all-Pro, Football News all-NFL, PFWA ail- 
Pro, NEA all-Pro, The Sporting News all-Pro, Pro Football Weekly All-NFL. 1990: Darrell was 
named a Pro Bowl starter - his fourth appearance; a first-team on the all-NFC team by UPI, 
Football News and Pro Football Weekly and a second-team all-NFL choice by AP. Darrell 
opened the year with interceptions the first three weeks of the season (a career first). In 
week three ys. Dallas, Darrell had seven tackles, two pass deflections and capped the 
Redskin win with an 18-yard interception return for a touchdown, He posted a season-best 10 
tackles against the 49ers and also came up with an interception. He also had interceptions 
against Phoenix and New Orleans to finish with four (the most since his five thefts in 1986). 
He also had an interception in the playoff win over Philadelphia. 1989: A fractured wrist in 
week seven against Tampa Bay prematurely ended his season. Against Phoenix, Darrell had 
two first quarter interceptions as the Redskins jumped to an early lead. Despite missing the 
final nine games, his five pass deflections were third on the squad. 1988: Darrell’s worth 
was again evident in his absence. A broken hand in the first quarter of the week 15 contest 
versus Dallas opened the door to three Cowboy touchdown passes in a 24-17 loss. He led the 
Skins in pass deflections with 14 and also provided a spark on special teams with several 
timely punt returns. Returns of 13 and 16 yards against the Steelers set up a field goal and 
touchdown in a 30-29 victory. The best was a 32-yard fourth quarter return versus the Giants. 
1987: In the NFC championship game, Darrell made the last-second hit on the goal line 
that helped jar the football out of the hands of running back Darrin Nelson, preventing the 
Vikings from forcing overtime. The performance came despite a torn rib cartilage that kept 
his playing status in question throughout the week. Green had suffered the injury the 
previous week during his 52-yard punt return for a touchdown in the first round playoff 
game against the Bears. The return gave the Redskins a 21-14 lead and proved the winning 
margin. The highlight of his regular season came against Detroit with a career-high three 
interceptions. The last came on the Lions’ final possession and preserved a 20-13 victory. His 
overall performance resulted in a third Pro Bowl appearance. 1986; A succession of big 
plays led Darrell to his second Pro Bowl. In week two, Darrell’s interception in the end zone 
with 30 seconds remaining sealed a 10-6 victory against the Raiders, He was slowed in week 
12 against Dallas when a bruised shoulder forced Darrell from the lineup for the first time in 
his career, His five interceptions were a leam high, In the playoffs, Darrell intercepted a pass 
to set up the go-ahead touchdown in a 27-13 upset of the Bears. 1985: Lady luck did not 
smile on Darrell when punt returns of 99 yards and 73 yards were nullified on successive 
weeks. Nevertheless, his 13.4-yard average on 16 punt returns was the highest by a Redskin 
since Eddie Brown's 13.5 in 1976. 1984; There was no sophomore slump for Darrell, who 
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earned a starting Pro Bowl spot in his second season. He had five interceptions, 87 tackles, 
and a team-high 14 deflections, but cemented his all-star berth with one dramatic 
performance. With the Skins trailing Dallas 21-6 at halftime, Green turned the game around 
with a 32-yard pass interception for a touchdown. Later he stopped a Cowboy drive with an 
interception in the end zone, and the Redskins rallied for a 30-28 come-from-behind victory.

1991; Named to the Pro Bowl, 
Ethan enjoyed his finest season finishing second among AFC tight ends in both receptions 
with 53 (behind New England’s Marv Cook) and touchdowns with five (behind Pittsburgh's 
Eric Green). He caught a career-high 10 passes for 89 yards the final week of the season 
against Kansas City and came back the following week with three catches and 59 yards 
against the Chiefs in a Wild Card Playoff Game loss. 1990: Ethan started the season as the 
Raiders’ back-up tight end behind Mike Dyal, After Dyal went down with an injury in the 
second week, Ethan started the remaining 14 regular season games and was the team's 
leading receiver in two postseason games snaring seven balls for 102 yards. In the Raiders’ 
20-10 win over Cincinnati in the divisional playoffs, Horton caught a 41-yard scoring pass 
from Jay Schroeder midway through the fourth quarter, giving the Raiders the lead for good. 
1988-1989: Horton, who was cut during the 1988 preseason by the Raiders and didn’t play 
anywhere that season, was re-signed by the team prior to 1989 training camp. Under the 
watchful eye of Robiskie, Ethan was converted from a running back to a tight end. He 
appeared in all 16 games in 1989 and made one start. 1986-1987: Ethan was released by 
the Chiefs on September 1, 1986, and sat out the season. He was then signed by the Raiders 
for the first time in May of 1987 and that season he played in four games, starting two at 
running back, but was released in November. 1985; Ethan was the first running back 
chosen in the 1985 draft. He spent most of his rookie season with the Chiefs as a backup to 
Herman Heard at halfback. While his rushing output was a bit of a disappointment for the 
Chiefs’ number one draftee, his receiving ability was a pleasant surprise. His 28 catches 
were the fifth highest total for a Chiefs’ rookie running back. In his first NFL game, he 
caught five passes for 36 yards and had a 19-yard run for a touchdown against New Orleans. 


College, Personal: The Atlantic Coast Conference Player of the Year at the University of 
North Carolina in 1984, Horton led the ACC in rushing his final 2 years averaging 107 yards 
per game in his final 22 games, He left UNC as the school's fifth all-time leading rusher with 
3,074 yards on 604 carrries, a 5.1 average. He began his collegiate career as a quarterback, 
but switched to tailback late in his freshman year when injuries sidelined two running backs 
and he elected to remain at that position. During his career he played in the Gator Bowl, 
Sun Bowl and Peach Bowl, plus the Hula Bowl and Japan Bowl. After his rookie season with 
the Chiefs, Ethan returned to UNC and finished the requirements for his degree in 
communications. He was an all-America prep quarterback at A.L. Brown High School in 
Kannapolis, NC (about 30 miles north of Charlotte). His team was 27-5 in his three seasons 
as a starter. He and his wife, Lawanda, live in Charlotte.

1993 Season: With little at stake in the season finale against the Vikings at RFK, 
Desmond gave the Redskins new coaching staff a glimpse of what may be in store for 1994 
when he caught a career-high six passes for 68 yards. “Desmond is going to get the chance 
to show what he really can do,” said Head Coach Norv Turner. “Our style of passing game 
should be good for Desmond. He has shown us that he can be a very good receiver in this 
league.” The last three games of the season gave every indication of that. Eleven of 
Desmond's 23 receptions came in those last three games. In week 14 against the Falcons, he 
caught a team-best three passes for 44 yards and also returned a kickoff 33 yards that set up 
the Redskins winning touchdown, His 12.4 yards per catch was the second best mark on the 
team and he again proved to a valued special teamer with 47 total hits.

As a redshirt freshman, he led the 
team in kickoff returns with a 22.7-yard average. An all-state and high school all-America 
selection as a tailback at Cleveland's St. Joseph High School, he scored 18 TDs and had 10 
interceptions as a senior. He lettered three times in football and track, and once in 
basketball. He played point guard and helped his team to the state finals as a junior. He 
graduated with a degree in communication studies, Desmond has enrolled at George Mason 
University in Fairfax, VA, to begin post-graduate studies in social work, His mother, Hattie, 
has a degree as a dietary technician and is a field representative for the Ohio Hunger Task 
Force, He resides in Reston, VA.

1993 Season: Whether it’s Heath Shuler or John Friesz setting up in the pocket, they'll 
have something that Redskins quarterbacks a year ago didn't have, and that's the best 
offensive lineman in football looking out for their backsides. “Quite simply, he’s the best 
player at his position in the league,” said offensive line coach Jim Hanifan. “Losing him last 
year was a major setback. He’s as fine a football player as there is in the league, period, And 1 
mean at all positions. We are already a better football team the moment he puts his uniform 
back on.” Unfortunately for Jim and the Redskins, he only wore his burgundy and gold 
uniform for barely one quarter last season when against the Browns in the preseason 
opener Jim severed the anterior cruciate ligament in his right knee. 


Pro Career: 1992: In the 10 games that Jim was able to line up at his customary left tackle 
position, the Skins rushing game averaged 122.5 yards a game. In his five-game absence 
with a torn medial collateral ligament to his right knee suffered in week five against Denver, 
the Skins ground game virtually came to a halt averaging just 83.7 yards per contest. With 
him, the Redskins allowed just 10 sacks in 10 games and 14 sacks in the five games without 
him. In addition, the Redskins rushed for over 100 yards in seven of the 10 games that he 
manned the left tackle spot. Despite missing six games, Jim was named to the College and 
Pro Football Newsweekly NFL all-Pro team, 1991: Jim was tabbed a Pro Bowl starter for the 
second straight year, and again was a unanimous Ist-team all-pro selection by AP, UPI, all- 
Madden, College and Pro Football Newsweekly, Football News, PFWA, NEA, The Sporting 
News and Pro Football Weekly. Jim was named offensive player of the week by Redskin 
coaches three times, following week eight vs. the Giants, week 14 vs. Rams and week 15 vs. 
Cardinals. He missed only one game (week 10 vs. Atlanta) with a sprained knee suffered in 
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the week nine win over Houston. 1990: Jim was named the top vote getter at left tackle for 
the Pro Bowl, and was named the NFC’s Offensive Lineman of the Year. He was named the 
NFC Offensive Player of the Week in the week 12 win over Miami (only the second offensive 
lineman in six years to win the award). In addition, he did not give up a sack all season on 
his way to earning first-team honors from AP, PFWA, The Sporting News, Football Digest, Pro 
Football Newsweekly, Pro Football Weekly, NEA, UPI, Football News and all-Madden. 1989: 
Jim regained the form that put him in the 1987 Pro Bowl as he was named a first team all-Pro 
by AP, The Sporting News, Pro Football Weekly, all-Madden and first team all-NFC by UPL He 
was a second team all-Pro by College and Pro Football Newsweekly. His crunching blow to the 
Raiders’ Jerry Robinson in week eight was chosen as Sport Magazine's Hit of the Year and 
epitomized his strength and power. As the season progressed, Jim overcame a variety of 
injures missing week nine vs. Dallas with a bruised shoulder, and week 10 vs. the Eagles 
with a dislocated thumb, Despite several changing faces around him he became the 
cornerstone of a line that allowed the second fewest sacks (21) in the league. 1988; It was 
a year of transition for Jim. Just prior to training camp he was traded from San Diego to the 
LA Raiders. Following LA's opener he was sent from the Raiders to Washington. Before he 
could even catch his breath, he was switched from right to left tackle. Through it all, Jim 
started 14 games and gave the Redskins a solid season. 1987: Jim made this first Pro Bowl 
appearance when an injury moved him into the game from his alternate slot. He was also a 
second team all-NFL choice by AP and first team all-AFC choice by UPI while earning his 
second straight lineman of the year selection from his teammates. 1986; There was no 
sophomore slump for Jim, who was voted Pro Bowl alternate by AFC players. Charger 
teammates voted him as the team’s lineman of the year. 1985: The filth offensive lineman 
selected in 1985 draft and the 12th player overall, Jim made an immediate impact with the 
Chargers, He moved into the starting lineup at left tackle on opening day playing beside 
veteran Ed White and displayed a maturity and savvy unusual for a first year player, His 
performance did not go unnoticed. Jim was named to the all-rookie teams by UPI, Football 
Digest, and the PFWA. UPI also named him second team all-AFC and first team all-Pro by 
the Rocky Mountain News. 


College, Personal: Jim left a mark on Ohio athletics on the high school and college levels. 
He played guard for the Ohio State Buckeyes and earned all-America honors from the 
Football Writers and UPI as a senior along with all-Big 10 honors and earned an invitation to 
play in the East-West Shrine game. He earned a degree in marketing from OSU. Green Bay 
Packer quarterback Mike Tomezak was the best man at Jim's wedding. Jim has served as 
the Honorary Chairman for the 1991 Multiple Sclerosis READaTHON Program and also was 
co-chairman of the 24 Challenge Math Program with over 120,000 area D.C. school children 
participating. Jim also owns shares of four furniture stores in Pittsburgh and is a computer 
and history buff. Buckeye bred, he grew up in St. Henry, OH, and played football, basketball 
and track for the St. Henry High School Redskins where his father is the athletic director, In 
track, Jim ran the 100 meters (11.2), 200 meters (22.7), 400-meter relay, and shot put (61-5) 
and started as a sophomore forward on the state basketball championship team. While at 
OSU, he developed a close friendship with Buckeye great Woody Hayes. Like all of the all- 
Americans that came before and after Jim at Ohio State, a tree has been planted in his name 
outside Ohio Stadium. Jim has even been courted to run for the Ohio State House. Jim and 
his wife, Ann, have two daughters, Paige, 2, and Emily, born this past offseason, and they 
reside in Purcellville, VA.

1993 Season: Chip's season mirrored the Redskins offensive woes in 1993. After scoring 
over 100 points four straight seasons and leading the NFC in scoring in each of the past 
three seasons, Chip’s final output was the lowest of his six-year career. After posting 30+ 
made field goals in each of the past three seasons and owning a career 73.5% field goal 
percentage, those totals dipped to 16 made field goals and a 57.1% percentage rate. But those 
numbers only reflected a Redskins offense that produced its lowest point total since 1961 (not 
including the nine-game strike shortened 1982 season), Chip’s 37.9 average field goal 
attempted was the seventh highest in the NFL, while his 45.6 average yards per miss was 
the 10th highest in the NFL. Chip also had his consecutive streak of made extra points 
snapped at 213 against the Colts in week eight when he missed his first extra point since 
October 2, 13c2

and led the NFC in scoring for the third straight year. Not only were Chip’s 120 points tops 
in the NFC (along with New Orleans’ Morten Andersen), but his 30 field goals were tied for 
the best mark in the NFL and his 40 field goal attempts were the most in the NFL. He 
provided the Skins with all their points in the 15-13 win over the Vikings in week seven, 
connecting on five field goals (for the third time in his career and tying a club record he 
already shares) of 22, 52, 25, 45 and 49 yards, And it was his 49-yarder with just 1:09 
remaining that gave the Skins the win. It was also the eighth time in his career that his foot 
provided the winning points. 1991; Named to the Pro Bowl, Chip led the NFL in scoring 
with 149 points (2nd most in club history). He was chosen the NFC Offensive Player of the 
Week after kicking field goals of 53, 52, 45 and 46 yards in the Redskin Monday Night win 
over Dallas in week two, He was a model of consistency inside the 40-yard line, making 37 of 
his last 39 attempts. There were also plenty of pressure opportunities for Chip in 1991, He hit 
the game winning 41-yard field goal (7th game winning kick of his career) in overtime vs. 
Houston in week nine. Against Phoenix in week 14, his 42 and 27-yard fourth quarter field 
goals provided the decisive points in the 20-14 win. In the 56-17 win over Atlanta in week 10, 
Chip converted on 8 PATs (2nd most in club history and the most in one game since 1966).

the best defensive linemen in the NFL over the past decade,” said General Manager Charley 
Casserley. “He knows what it takes to play in the NFC East. He's played on championship 
teams and he can provide veteran leadership.” After 10 seasons playing in the 3-4 defensive 
scheme with the Giants, Leonard signed with the Jets and was having a rock solid season 
with 37 tackles and 13 QB pressures as a defensive tackle in the 4-3. But in week 12 at 
Indianapolis, Leonard’s season came to a crashing halt when he broke two bones in his left 
forearm and was lost for the remainder of the season. 


Pro Career: 1992: In his final season with the Giants, Leonard recorded 33 tackles and 
had four sacks to go along with 48 QB pressures. 1991: He was voted to his third Pro Bowl 
after nailing opposing quarterbacks for 11 sacks and posting 46 tackles. Besides leading the 
team in sacks, he also tallied a team-high two forced fumbles. 1990: Leonard saved his best 
during the Giants run to the Super Bowl recording 10 tackles, three sacks and two forced 
fumbles in three postseason games, His biggest play during the playoffs was his bone-jarring 
sack of Joe Montana in the NFC championship game that knocked the 49ers quarterback 
out of the game and forced a fumble that sealed the win. He finished the game with four 
tackles, two sacks and two forced fumbles and was named NFL Defensive Player of the 
Week. In the Super Bowl, Leonard added three tackles and a sack in the win over Buffalo. 
1989: A trip to the Pro Bowl wasn’t waiting for Leonard at the end of the season, but his 
numbers deserved the honor with 9.5 sacks and 46 tackles. He also recorded a safety in 
week 11 at Seattle. 1988: Although slowed down by a nagging groin injury for the better 
part of the season, Leonard still provided Pro Bowl calibre play with eight sacks and 36 
tackles.

1993 Season; Trevor proved his versatility once again last season. Primarily the Colts’ long 
snapper through the first 12 weeks of the season, Matich started the final four games of the 
season at left tackle when two-time Pro Bowler Will Wolford went down with a shoulder 
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injury. “The number one thing about him is that he is an outstanding long snapper,” says 
Offensive Line Coach Jim Hanifan who coached Trevor at the Senior Bowl team in 1984. 
“But along with that, he is a legitimate offensive lineman in the NFL that adds to the quality 
of the depth of our line.” 


Pro Career: 1992: Trevor saw most of his action as the Colts’ long snapper, but he did get 
one start at left guard in week eight at San Diego when veteran Randy Dixon was out with a 
concussion.

1993 Season: It’s hard to believe that in 1989 Alvoid Mays did not play football. Not 
because of an injury, but because no team thought he could play in the NFL. That was 
before making big plays in a Super Bowl, coming up with timely interceptions in the regular 
season and before being one of the Redskins top special teamers. “Alvoid has quickness and 
great athletic ability,” said secondary coach Emmitt Thomas. “What he also has now is 
experience. He's played in big games and he is a player who you can count on to be a starter 
or play nickel.” And that’s what Alvoid did last season starting two games when he was 
needed and providing his usual steady performance in the Redskins nickel coverages. His 
two starts came in back-to-back contests in week 12 at Tampa Bay and week 13 against the 
Jets at RFK. In Tampa, Alvoid furnished his hometown family and friends with four tackles 
and season-best five special teams hits. He followed that up the next week equalling a 
season-high five tackles with his second straight starting assignment at left corner. In a 
reserve role week eight vs. the Colts, Alvoid totaled five tackles and one pass defensed. 


Pro Career: 1992: Once again, Alvoid was one of the team's most dependable special 
teamers finishing with 54 total hits. He also finished with a career high 52 tackles and two 
interceptions. In a week nine start at New Orleans, when Martin Mayhew was out with a 
broken arm, Alvoid came up with a career-high nine tackles. His interceptions came against 
the Cardinals and Eagles. 1991; Alvoid found his niche as the team’s 4th cornerback and 
on special teams. With injuries to both Darrell Green and AJ Johnson in Super Bowl XXVI, 
Alvoid played almost the entire game. His third-quarter blitz and sack of Jim Kelly caused a 
fumble and he finished the game with four tackles. He finished the season with a career-high 
28 tackles and he added 51 total hits on special teams. 1990: To say the least, Alvoid was a 
longshot to make the Redskins roster. He was packing and boxing orange juice for 
Tropicana in Florida when the Redskins called to invite him to training camp. But with AJ 
Johnson out (offseason knee surgery) and Brian Davis sidelined during training camp with 
an injury, Alvoid took advantage of his opportunity and found a roster spot. Mainly used as a 
reserve in the nickel package and in special teams, Alvoid finished third on special teams 
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with 84 total hits and had a season-high 10 special teams hits in the win over Miami. 1989: 
An eighth round draft choice by Houston, he was cut by the Oilers in training camp, and 
when no one else showed an interest in his talents, he missed the entire season. 


College, Personal: Alvoid transferred to West Virginia after two years at Pratt (Kansas) 
Community College. As a senior, he contributed 28 tackles (18 solos) plus a team-leading 5 
interceptions. Alvoid earned all-ECAC, AP honorable mention all-America, and second team 
all-East honors. He had two interceptions in a Mountaineer win over Pittsburgh, and tallied a 
career-best eight stops against Syracuse. Along with football, Alvoid enjoys a “rap” music 
career. His rap career began while at West Virginia, when recorded “Mountaineer Rap” with 
quarterback and roommate Major Harris with proceeds going to the Ronald McDonald 
House. He also recorded a demonstration tape “I'm On It” and plans to take the tape to radio 
stations hoping for some air time in his home state of Florida. But he hopes to move into 
record producing instead of performing. Alvoid also participated (along with several other 
Redskins) and appeared in recording artist Prince’s Super Bowl rap tribute which was part of 
CBS’ Super Bow! pre-game show. He drives a classic 1962 Chevy Bel Air which became a 
collector's antique in 1992 on its 30th anniversary. Alvoid attended Manatee High School in 
Bradenton, FL, lettering in football, basketball and track. He and his wife, Tangie, reside in 
Centreville, VA.

1993 Season; It’s becoming old hat around Redskin Park to say it, but what would the 
Redskins do without Rallo. “I know I'm beginning to sound like a broken record, but it’s a 
real tribute to him,” said offensive line coach Jim Hanifan, “We've probably cost Rallo regular 
trips to the Pro Bowl. We ask him to move from position to position, and there is never a 
drop in performance, We're going to move him back to guard this year. I wish we could just 
leave him at a position and leave him alone, Maybe he would get the recognition that he 
deserves.” Rallo was one of just two offensive players to start every game (Ron Middleton 
was the other), and like in years past, he started at multiple positions. Rallo started the first 
two games of the year at center, switched to right guard for the injured Mark Schlereth in 
week three at Philadelphia. He started the next three weeks at center before moving to left 
guard week seven at Buffalo when Ed Simmons went down with a knee injury, that forced 
Ray Brown to tackle and Rallo to Ray's post. The next three weeks saw Rallo at left guard 
until week 11 when he started at right guard but moved to center when Jeff Bostic was 
knocked out of action. He moved back to right the following week and remained there the 
rest of the season. 


Pro Career: 1992: Once again Rallo proved to be the Redskins most versatile offensive 
lineman. And in a season when injuries depleted the offensive line throughout the year, Rallo 
answered the roll call for every game. In one four-week stretch, Rallo started at center, left 
tackle, left guard and then back to center. 1991; Rallo started the last 14 games of the year 
and all three postseason contests at left guard. He was selected to the UPI all-NFC team. He 
was named offensive player of the week by coaches in the divisional playoff win over Atlanta 
and ys. Cincinnati in week four. He also played center vs. Philadelphia in the second half 
when Jeff Bostic left with an injured achilles. 1990: One series of plays in the week six win 
over Philadelphia epitomized Raleigh's value when, on four consecutive plays, he played 
right guard, moved over to center for an injured Jeff Bostic, then switched to left guard for 
Russ Grimm and then back to right guard.

1986; Raleigh earned his first NFL start in San Diego and was named offensive 
player of the game. He started three of five games in which the line didn’t allow a sack. 
Raleigh was used as a blocking back at times in the NFC championship game against the 
Giants. 1985: One of the surprises of training camp, his biggest moment came in week 15 
against Cincinnati when he threw the key block that sprung George Rogers 34 yards for the 
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winning touchdown. 


College, Personal: Raleigh’s coach at Tennessee, Johnny Majors, called him “one of the 
best offensive linemen I've ever been around.” Raleigh played mostly center for the Vols, 
and culminated his career with an appearance in the Japan Bowl all-star game. Raleigh's twin 
brother, Reggie, who was born three minutes before him, played linebacker at Tennessee 
and played in the NFL with the Raiders and Cardinals.

effort against the Cardinals in week two. In week nine at New York, Ron tied his career-best 
effort with four receptions for a career-high 46 yards. Ron was one of only two offensive 
players (Raleigh McKenzie was the other) who started every game.

In the season 
opening Monday Night win over Dallas, Brian recorded a career-high 116 yards rushing, 
including a 29-yard TD run that put the finishing touches on the victory. Brian finished the 
year with a career-high 246 yards rushing and three touchdowns, while snagging a career- 
high 20 passes for 157 yards. But while his offensive duties were increased in '93, his special 
team duties were not neglected.

1993 Season: With the Redskins badly in need of a charge in the punting game, they didn’t 
quite expect to get a jolt when one week into the season they were able to sign one of the 
NFL's all-time leading punters. But when the Dolphins released Reggie in the final roster 
cutdown, one day after the Redskins’ Monday Night win over Dallas, Reggie was being fitted 
for a Redskins uniform. “He’s one of the best there is, and has ever been in this league,” said 
special teams coach Pete Rodriguez. “He probably has the most powerful leg this league has 
ever seen. He gets tremendous hang time and with such a strong leg he can hit a big punt 
that can win you field position.” Last season, Reggie at times was the Redskins’ most 
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explosive offensive weapon. He had 23 of his 78 punts travel over 50 yards and he finished 
second in the NFC and sixth in the NFL with a 44.2 yard average. In his Redskins debut 
Reggie left little doubt that he was still one of the league’s best. He punted five times against 
the Cardinals in week two for a 51.4-yard average with boots of 55, 54, 51 and 45 yards. In 
week four against his former teammates on Monday Night, Reggie averaged 49.2 yards on 
six punts, including a 60 yarder in the third quarter which was his longest of the season. In 
week 10 at the Rams, he averaged 46.8 yards on six punts with highs of 57, 56 and 50, And in 
week 13 vs. the Jets, Reggie averaged 48.0 yards on six punts and equalled a season-best 60

Pro Career: 1992: After battling back from an achilles injury suffered in 1991 season 
finale, Reggie tore cartilage in his left knee on his first punt after booting a 51 yarder. He was 
placed on injured reserve and missed seven games. He played in the final eight games of the 
season and both playoff contests and finished with a 41.2 yard average, including 11 punts 
downed inside the 20. He registered a season-best 47.6 yard average on five boots with a 
season-long 60 yarder vs. the Raiders. He also had the shortest kick of his career with a one- 
yard punt at New England. Reggie had an outstanding postseason. Against San Diego he 
averaged 41.0 yards on eight kicks with a long of 51 yards and had four kicks downed inside 
the 20-yard line, including three that were downed inside the five-yard line. 1991: Reggie 
finished the year as the NFL leader in overall punting with a 45.7-yard average,which was a 
career best.

Mark attended Robert Service High School in Anchorage, Alaska, 
where he won the state heavyweight wrestling title despite being the lightest competitor at 
210 pounds, While swimming in Hawaii during Pro Bowl week in 1992, Mark was caught in 
arip tide and narrowly made it back to shore. Mark was named the Professional Athlete of 
the Year for the State of Idaho in 1991 edging out college teammate, and now Redskins 
teammate John Friesz. He and his wife, Lisa, are also involved in the Ronald McDonald 
House and has been a past honorary co-chairman of Camp Dynamite working with 
disadvantaged children in SE Washington, D.C. The one-week camp in Lancaster, PA, 
exposes children to sports, singing, arts and crafts and other activities that aren't available in 
Southeast Washington.

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seeing during on passing downs during the first three games of the season, Bobby made his 
first start of the year on Monday Night at Miami and came up with three tackles. He 
followed that game with a torrid five game tackling spree with 35 total tackles and four QB 
hurries from weeks five through nine. Highlights included a season-best nine tackles in 
week five vs. the Giants and week seven at Buffalo. He also added six tackles each against 
the Cardinals and Giants. But it was against those Giants that Bobby suffered a sprained 
knee that would sideline him for the next four games. When he did return for the final three 
games, he again showed his midseason form stacking up 19 tackles, including eight stops 
and a sack vs, the Falcons and seven tackles in the season finale against Minnesota.

In his only season as a starter at Michigan State, he was a 
first-team all-Big 10 selection. Bobby recorded 77 tackles and had 5 sacks, including a 
season-high 15 tackles vs. Notre Dame. As a junior, Bobby had 4 sacks and 37 tackles as a 
backup at defensive tackle in his first year with the Spartans after transferring back to 
Michigan State from Northeast Oklahoma A&M. While at Northeast Oklahoma A&M, 
Bobby was a dominating force coming up with 55 tackles and 4 sacks after transferring there 
from Michigan State where he sat out the year under Prop 48. Off the field, one of his 
interests is singing. In his Chicago neighborhood, Bobby and his buddies would get 
together and sing old hits by the Temptations, Luther Vandross and other legendary 
Motown artists. Bobby attended high school at Austin (IL) Community Academy. Bobby 
and his wife Crystal, have a son, Tre, and reside in Ashburn, VA.

ARTICLE XXXII 
(NFL COLLECTIVE BARGAINING AGREEMENT) 
SQUAD SIZE 


Section 1. Active List: For each regular season, the Active List limit will be 45 players per 
club. This limit may not be reduced by the Clubs for the duration of this Agreement; 
provided, however, that individual Clubs may cary less than 45 players on their Active Lists 
during the regular season, but at no time less than 42. 


Section 2. Pre-Season: The pre-season cutdown dates (Tuesday, August 22 and Sunday, 
August 28) and active player limits on such dates will be as determined by the Clubs, In the 
event the Clubs make a determination during the term of this Agreement that they wish to 
institute a “down-and-up” once during the preseason, they may do so, provided that the 
active player limit may not be reduced below 40 at any time during the preseason and the 
Active List limit must return to 45 by the start of the season. 


Section 3. Inactive List: Inactive List players will receive the same benefits and 
protections as Active List players. 


Section 4, Active and Inactive List Limit: In any League year, a Club’s Active and 
Inactive Lists shall not exceed 53 players. 


ARTICLE XXXIV 
PRACTICE SQUADS 


Section 1, Practice Squads: For each regular season commencing with the 1993 League 
Year, the League may elect in accordance with this Article to establish practice squads not to 
exceed five players per Club. 


Section 2, Signing With Other Clubs: Any player under contract to a Club as a practice 
squad player shall be completely free to negotiate and sign a Player Contract with any Club 
at any time during the League Year, to serve as a player on any Club’s Active or Inactive List, 
and any Club is completely free to negotiate and sign such a Player Contract with such 
player, without penalty or restriction, including, but not limited to, Draft Choice 
Compensation between Clubs or First Refusal Rights of any kind, or any signing period, 
except that such player shall not be permitted to sign a Player Contract with another Club to 
serve as a practice squad player while under contract as a practice squad player. 


Section 3. Salary: Minimum salary for a practice squad player shall be $3,300 per week, 
including post season weeks in which his Club is in the playoffs, provided, however, that no 
player who was on a practice squad in the 1992 season shall be paid less than the minimum 
practice squad salary for that season. 


Section 4. Eligibility: The practice squad shall consist of players who do not have an 
accrued season of NFL experience. No player may be a practice squad player for more than 
two seasons.

College Career: 1993: The last time a rookie started a game at quarterback for the 
Redskins (excluding the strike team of 1987) was 1961 when Norm Snead called the signals. 
Snead’s distinction is likely going to end this year, The Redskins used the third pick in last 
April's draft to take Heismann Trophy runner-up Heath Shuler from Tennessee. It was the 
Skins earliest pick in the draft since 1964 (when they took eventual Hall of Famer Charley 
Taylor) and Shuler’s selection ended a 33-year stretch in which Washington did not take a 
quarterback in the first round, longest such streak in NFL history. “There are a lot of things 
that Heath does that get you excited,” says Norv Turner. “He's very quick with the football. 
He's very accurate and he has great escapability and he’s a terrific athlete. I haven’t seen 
many quarterbacks who can throw, run and jump like Heath. We want him to come in and 
do what he’s been doing the last couple of years at Tennessee.” In just two seasons as a 
starter, Shuler left Tennessee third on the school’s all-time passing list with 4,088 yards and 
fourth on the Volunteers’ all-time total offense chart (4471). Shuler tied or broke six UT 
records including most touchdown passes in a game (five vs. Florida in 1993), season (25 in 
1993) and career (36). In 1993, he was a consensus second team All-America and a first 
team all Southeast Conference. He was also named the SEC’s Offensive Player of the Year 
and was honored by The Touchdown Club of Washington last January as the NCAA Back of 
the Year. Heath threw 17 touchdowns passes the first five weeks of last season. He capped 
that stretch on October 2 against Duke by completing16 of 18 passes, for a school record 
88.9%. 1992: He started all 12 games leading the Volunteers to a 9-3 record and a 38-23 win 
over Boston College in the Hall of Fame Bowl. He passed for two scores that game and ran 
for a pair before being named the game's MVP. His 11 rushing touchdowns during the 
season were a school record for a quarterback. He finished third in the Southeastern 
Conference with 1,998 yards total offense and his 58.0 completion percentage was second in 
the conference, 17th in the nation, In his first collegiate start, he completed eight of nine

In his second 
start, he led Tennessee on a 14-play, 80-yard drive in the final six minutes to lead the Vols to 
a 3431 upset win at Georgia. He threw for 152 yards that game and rushed for a career-high 
81. In week eight against South Carolina he combined for 359 yards total offense with 63 
yards rushing and 296 yards passing. 1991: Heath played in 6 games as a freshman, but 
didn’t start. 


Personal: His full name is Joseph Heath Shuler. Heath came about because his mother 
liked Lee Majors’ character in the television show “Big Valley”. His younger brother Benjie 
was a freshman receiver at Tennessee last fall. Heath was born and raised in Bryson City, 
NC a town of 1200 located in the western part of the state. Heath led Swain County High 
School to a 40-5 record and three state championships. As a senior he was named first team 
All-America by Parade Magazine and USA Today. Heath was also chosen 1-A state player of 
the year as a junior and senior and was first team All-State defensive back as a two-year 
starter at safety. During his career he completed 389 of 695 passes for 7684 yards and 74 
touchdowns. He also rushed for 2530 yards and 30 touchdowns. As a senior he hit on 190 of 
332 passes for 3626 and 42 touchdowns. Heath also high-jumped 6-9 in high school winning 
state championship. He batted .390 as a starting catcher on the baseball team at Swain 
County and played center on the basketball team. He will wear uniform number 5 for the 
Redskins a jersey worn by only three others in club history: K Curt Knight (1969-73), P Jeff 
Hayes (1982-85) and QB Gary Hogeboom (1992). Heath chose to wear number 5, his 
peewee football number because of baseball hero George Brett. He was a marketing major 
at Tennessee and carried a 3.88 grade point average in his last semester.

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The NFL players walk out in a strike that would last until Noy. 17. In all, eight 
games were missed, seven cancelled. 


With time running out, with the game on the line, with an NFL record at stake, 
Mark Moseley beats the odds and the Giants by booting his 21st straight field 
goal in a snowy RFK Stadium. The kick breaks Garo Yepremian’s record of 20 
and gives the Redskins a 15-14 win. Also in the game, John Riggins becomes only 
the fifth back in NFL history to exceed 2,000 carries (Payton, Simpson, Brown, 
and Harris are the others). 


For first time since 1980, the Redskins are on the right side of a shutout, 
whitewashing the Cardinals 28-0. Their $1 record is the best in the NFC, giving 
them home-field advantage throughout the playoffs. The 128 points given up by 
the Redskin defense is the fewest in the NFL. 


The celebrated Hogs create enough holes in the Minnesota Viking defense for 
Ground Hog John Riggins to plow for a Redskin playoff record of 185 yards, 
leading Washington to a 21-7 win and a spot in the NFC Championship. Before 
leaving the game, Riggins gallantly bows to the 54,000-plus Redskins faithful who 
roar in approval. 


The Redskins avenge their only loss of the season, setting back the Cowboys, 31- 
17, to reach their second Super Bowl, and first in ten years. 


By drowning the Dolphins 27-17 in Super Bow! XVII, the Redskins earn their first 
world title in 40 years. Their win streak reaches eight, and 15 of 16 and 20 of 24 
over two seasons. Jack Kent Cooke accepts the Super Bow] Trophy from 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle in the locker room as MVP Riggins boasts, “Ron may 
be President, but for tonight I'm King.” Coach Gibbs receives a congratulatory 
phone call from President Reagan. The Redskins’ 12-1 record is the fifth best NFL 
mark in the last 50 years, and their best ever. 


President and Mrs. Reagan are at Dulles Airport to greet the World Champion 
Redskins as they arrive back from California. 


The entire city of Washington celebrates as the Redskins are paraded before 
some 500,000 fans in a downtown ceremony amidst pouring rain. Coach Gibbs 
holds up the Super Bow! Trophy and proclaims, “This is for you.” 


Joe Gibbs is named Coach of the Year. Mark Moseley is named NFL MVP by 
Associated Press, Joe Theismann Miller Man of the Year, and five Redskins (the 
most since 1972) are named to the Pro Bowl: Moseley, Theismann, Tony Peters, 
Charlie Brown, and Mike Nelms. Later, Bobby Beathard is named Executive of 
the Year. And Riggins, who had four straight 100-yard rushing playoff games, the 
first ever to do so, wins a car as Super Bowl MVP. 


Former Redskin greats quarterback Sonny Jurgensen and receiver Bobby 
Mitchell are inducted into Pro Football's Hall of Fame. 


The Redskins lose 4847, in the highest scoring game in Monday night football 
history. The Redskins and the Packers combine for over 1,000 yards total offense. 


John Riggins sets NFL record. His consecutive games with rushing touchdowns 
reaches 12 while notching his 19th touchdown of the year to tie that NFL mark.

Redskin “replacement” players close out their season with a perfect 3-0 mark. 
Team holds on to defeat Dallas, 13-7, in Texas Stadium. 


Quarterback Doug Williams connects on 11 of 22 for 217 yards and two TDs in 
Minnesota. The 27-24 overtime victory is highlighted by a Ricky Sanders 51-yard 
catch-and-run to force sudden death. Haji-Sheikh kicks the game winner on 
team’s first possession. 


For the second time in two years, ‘Skins travel to Chicago for Divisional Playoff. 
After trailing 14-0 in the second quarter, team rallies to win 21-17. Darrell Green 
provides the game-winning points on an electrifying 52-yard punt return, as 
Redskins advance to the NFC Championship Game for the fourth time in six 
seasons. 


Redskins are 17-10 victors over the Minnesota Vikings as Doug Williams connects 
with Gary Clark to break a 10-10 fourth quarter deadlock. Washington becomes 
the first team to advance to the Super Bow! three times in the 1980s. 


Twenty Super Bowl records are broken en route to 42-10 decision over the 
Denver Broncos. Quarterback Doug Williams is named the game’s MVP as he 
connects on 18 of 29 for a record 340 yards. His four touchdown passes tie 
another record as team scores five times in five possessions in the second quarter 
alone. 


Joe Gibbs registered his 100th career win as head coach of the Redskins as the 
team defeated San Diego, 26-21. Only six other coaches have reached 100 wins 
faster than Gibbs. 


Art Monk moved into third place on the all-time NFL receiving list, ahead of friend 
and receivers coach Charley Taylor, in Washington’s 26-21 win over the Chargers. 


The Redskins equaled the greatest comeback in club history with a 41-38 
overtime win at Detroit. Down by 21 points in the third quarter and 17 points 
entering the fourth, Jeff Rutledge rallied the Redskins by passing for 363 second- 
half yards (3042). The game winning points came on a Chip Lohmiller 34-yards 
field goal in overtime. 


Art Monk became only the third player in NFL history to catch 700 passes when 
he hauled in four receptions against the Saints in RFK. 


The Redskins pushed their playoff record to 12-3 under Joe Gibbs with a solid 
team effort 20-6 win over the Eagles at Veterans Stadium. 


For the first time in franchise history the Redskins opened the year with 11 
straight victories. 


The Redskins became only the sixth team in NFL history to record 17-or-more 
wins in a single season by posting a 17-2 overall mark (best in team history),
